Having listened to your conference throughout yesterday and believing from 


repn-entations made that there is no material difference between you sufficient 
to waii^t a coutinimnce of the present difficulties, I desire to inake a suggestion 
for the termination of the present industrial dispute. 


The one apparently insurmountable obstacle to a settlement was the recog. 


nition of the upidn, and almost every other material difference between you hinged 
about that question, or is covered by1 e«*ting law. 


There is no law compelling the operators to recogmse the union nor to pemit 


the suiploj.es to e*act that racognition. The Statute does provide, however, for 
the right to join a union if the ir*»n3t» so wish without coercion or interference. 
This law KM been read to all the conferees and its provisions agreed to by oaoh con- 
feree. It .t*d« as follows, and I suggest to you that its provisions be m«"ie the 
I*-is of a conclusion on this point:
